PELHAM, .Ga., Sept. —Stopping 
their buggies and alighting when they 
met in the public road near here, 
Charles Tate and John Marchant, both 
well-to-do and prominent in this county, 
fought out a family feud with revolvers, 
both dropping to the ground dead after 
half a dozen shots had been fired. 

‘The wives of the men sat in the bug- 
gies while the fight was in progress 
ard saw their husbands kill each 
other. 

Tate was a bridegroom of two months 
and his bride was the widow of Frank 
Marchant, a brother of the man whom 
Tate killed and who killed him. The 
fight grew out of an old grudge which 
at first was between Mrs. Tate's first 
husband and her second husband, later, 
it is said, being intensified between Tate 
and John Marchant, who opposed his 
sister-in-law’s marriage with Tate and 
took up the old quarrel. 

The wives of the two men quarreled 
bitterly Monday and it was predicted 
then that the husbands Would fight to 
tbe death. The meeting came yesterday 


and Marchant and his wife and Tate 
and his wife were out driving. As soon 
as the buggies met the wives began 
to quarrel, each Wheeden siding with his 
wife. 

Marchant leaped from his buggy and 
cared Tate to follow. Tate refused to 
take the “dare,” and the men feced 
ferch other in the road, revolvers in 
hand. Firing began at once and con- 
tinued until both pistols were emptied 
when both were on the ground dying. 
Neither man had missed a shot. 

When neighbors, attracted by the fir- 
ing, arrived, both men were dead and 
their wives were weeping over the 
bodies.

FORT WAYNB, Ind., Sept. 22—The 
crew of an empty trolley car speeding 
south took a chance yesterday, and this 
caused the wreck as a result of which 
40 persons are dead and two are dying. 

A regular car, from the south was on 
its way to Fort Wayne, crowded with 
passengers bound for the County Pair. 
The empty special was south-bound, 
to bring more persons north. The spe- 
cial was 10 minutes late. It is be- 
lieved by officials of the traction com- 
pany that the empty car sped by the 
siding at which it was to pass the 
loaded car, the conductor and metor- 
man be¥eving they could reach the 


j next siding before the loaded car 4ar- 


rived. 

The loaded car was first to pass the 
second siding, and, running at full 
speed, the cars crashed together. The 
empty car was the heavier and sturdier 
and it plowed more than half way 
through the regular car. 

This coach was crowded, every neat 
‘full and the aisle packed. F nge 
seats, iron work, fixtures and ry. 
thing in the car was crushed ‘into a 
‘mass..at_the end, anf @ were killed, 
two fatally injured. and seven pai 
severely hurt. 

Investigation Begun at Once. 

That an effort will be made to 
place the blame is apparent from the 
action. of the Indiana State Board 
of Railway Commissioners. Within 
a short time of the accident Com- 


Imissioner A. A. Shane, who ‘also is 


the special investigator for the board, 
had reached the scene and had begun 
interrogation of traction officials and 
witnesses. 

This morning Shane declined to 
make known the results of his in- 
vestigation, saying that it would be 
given out by the State Board. 

Superintendent of Transportation 
Frank I. Hardy said: 

“We are doing everything In our 
power to care for the dead and in- 
jured. We have begun a careful 
acrutiny of train orders bearing on 
the case. The public soon shall know 
where the responsibility lies.”

For the 
most part the bedies have been

NEAR LITTLE ROGK 
DONE BY A NEGRO 


Investigation Dispels Mystery 
of Who Killed Mrs: Charles 
Diehl. 


‘CAUSED BY RETICENCE 


Rumors Followed Refusal of 
Persons Concerned to 
Tell Facts. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Sept. 22.—Be- 
cause of the reticence of several per- 


sons concerned in the Sweet Home Pike 
tragedy Monday night, a veil of mys- 
tery has been thrown over what under 
other circumstances would appear to be 
simply a brutal triple murder by a half- 
crazed negro. 

All the tangbile evidence at hand 
points to the conclusion that Mrs. 
Charles Diehl, wife of a prominent citi- 
gen here, was killed by Charles Woot- 
en, a negro, and that the murder of two

@ther negroes and the wounding of a 
man and a girl within the same hour 
and in the same neighborhood was done 
by Wooten. The negro has not been 
caught. The facts in the case that have 
been determined are these: 


About 7 p. m. Monday Wooten killed 
with a shotgun Arthur Hatton, another 
negro, in the presence of his wife at 
‘Hatton’s home, half a mile from the 
Sweet Home pike. The Sweet Home 
Pike is a lonely road that leads from 
Little Rock to Sweet Home, @ negro 
colony, five miles from the city. 

Fires on Two Others. 

Wooten was seen by his wife running 
towards the Sweet Home pike. Half an 
hour later Fred Gossell and Miss Nellie 
Meyers, two prominent young people 
here, were shot at while driving out the 
Bweet Home pikt. They did not see 
their assailant, but he used a shotgun, 
and both Gossel and Miss Meyers were 
painfully injured about the face and 
head by small shot. 

While Dr. W. A. Snodgrass was driv- 

rapidly out the Sweet Home pike, 

n response to a telephone message from 

house on the road, where Gossell had 

ken Miss Meyers after the shooting,

stopped the horse and found the dead 
body of Ed Nelson, a negro, whose head 
had been almost blown out by a shotgun, 
lying in the road a little way beyond, 


A negro woman who was with Nelson 
when he was killed could not give a 
ceherent statement of the facts of the 
pssassination beyond the belief that it 
was a negro she saw running away 
along the right side of the road, after 
ghe heard the Bhot which killed Nelson. 

Mra. Diehl Dies. 

Swain, superintendent of the 
te Home, three miles out of 
urnishes the next link in the 
chapter ¥ the triple tragedy. Capt. 
Swain sa that about 8 o’clock Mrs. 
Charles Diehl was brought to the home 
fatally wounded. She was shot through 
the right shoulder and breast with shot 
that could only have vee fired from 
@ shotgun. 

Capt. Swain says that he does not 
know the man who brought Mrs. Diehl 
to the home. He states that this man 
telephoned to a man whose name he 
did not catch and that he said over the 
telephone that Mrs. Diehl was shot and 
to bring out an ambulance. Mrs. Diehl! 
was taken to the St. Vincent’s In- 
firmary, Little Rock, where she died 
Tuesday night. She was taken there 
- by her husband. 

Dieh! says that he was driving out the 
Sweet Home pike with his wife when 
the shot was fired. He says that he was 
so concerned over the condition of his 
wife when he discovered that she had 
been hit that he can tell nothing of ex- 
actly where the shot came from or by 
what sort of a man it was fired. 

Persists in Statement. 

Diehl has persisted in the statement 
in spite of assertions made to the au- 
thorities that he was not with his wife 
when she was shot. Deputy Sheriff 
Hawkins, who is handling the cerse 
here and who came into prominence be- 
cause of his work in rounding up the 
Mabray gang, made the following state- 
ment to a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“I< is fmmateriat to us whether Diehl 
' Wae with his wife or not. Since Gossell 

eo. not tell who had fired at him, the 

man who was with Mrs. Diehl, whether 

it was Diehl or not, could not be ex- 

pected to throw any more light on the 
. identity of the murderer. 

“The murderer fired from the- cover 
ef some bushes on the right side of the 
road. Nelson's pockets were turned in- 
side out after he had been murdered. 
I think this proves that Wooten was 
the murderer of all three. After Wooten 
had killed Hatton he knew that he 
would have to make a get-away to es- 

cape the gallows. He had no money,

Engineers Trying to Estimate 
Actual Worth of the Com- 
pany’s Property. 


REPORT BY CHRISTMAS 





Corporation Fixes Valuation 
to State at $5,000,000 but 
ti Investors $105,000,000. 





The Public Service Commission ex- 
pects to have its tentative valuation 
of the tangible properties of the 
United Railways Co.. completed by 
Christmas. Three groups of engineers, 
under the direction of the commis- 
sion, have been at’ work several 
months appraising the railways’ prop- 
erties. 

The generating and sub-stations 
have all been listed and appraised, 
and the engineers are now at work 
on the tracks and cars. The final 


of the United Railways properties is 
looked forward to witk much interest, 
for the reason that the company it- 
self, in its sworn statement to the 
Missouri Board of Equalization, fixes 
the value of all of its taxable prop- 
erty at $65,000,000, while it represents 
to investors in its securities that its 
system is worth $105,000,000. 

As exclusively printed in Wednes- 
day’s Post-Dispatch, the commission 
is about ready to begin making up its 
report on the final valuation of the 
Union Electric properties. The com- 
mission’s tentative valuation of plant 
is approximately $12,000,000. If the 
commission finally decided to allow 
this valuation, and the Municipal As- 
sembly adopts it, the revenue of ‘the 
company, for dividends, may be re- 
duced by almost $1,000,000 a year, the 
consumers getting: the: benefit. ’ 

Making Careful Estimate. 

The commission is making its valu- 
ation of the United Railways prop- 
erties in the same careful manner 
that prevailed in the Union Electric 
appraisal. It has obtained an abstract 
of all the United Railways contracts 
for materials and improvements dur- 
ing the past 10 years, and these con- 
tracts are carefully verified. 

The abstract of the contracts fills a 
volume of more than 1000 pages. The 
engineers are making a complete rec- 
ord of every car on the United Rail- 
ways system. This record will show 
when the car was built, how much it 
cost, what its present condition is, and 
what it is now worth. 

The company has given the commis- 
sion access to all its records, but has 
not, as yet, submitted any report of 
the book valuation of the plant. The 
commission has not been informed 
whether it will. 

When the _ tentative valuation is 
completed it will be delivered to the 
company for checking. If the United 
Railways takes as long proportionately 
as the Union Electric has in checking 
the tentative valuation, the report prob- 
ably will not be returned to the com- 
mission much before Jan. 1, 1912. 

To Take Up Other Corporations. 

Engineer Allison says the commission, 
as soon as its tentative report on 
United Railways valuations is finished, 
will take up some other public service 
corporation for “Investigation. The 
commission has not yet determined 
which corporation will next be subject- 
ed to investigation. 
The Laclede Gas Light Co., it is 
anticipated, will challenge the right 
of the commission to exercise any 
investigating or regulating power 
over it. The company holds a State 
charter, and contends that it is not 
subject to city regulation. Legal 
efforts to compel the gas company to 
pay 5 per cent of its gross revenues 
into the city treasury, as the electric 
companies are required to do, have 
failed. 

The commission has the power to 
investigate the telephone and tele- 
graph companies and regulate thelr 
charges and services. The commis- 
sioners will not venture a prediction 
as to whether they can, during their 
four years’ term, investigate all of 
the public service corporations of St. 
Louis and make final reports on 
them. The commission has been in 
existence 18 months. Its final report

Milwaukee properties. 

Statement Not Correct, 

“That is not exactly correct,”’ said 
Beggs. ‘“‘Mr. Campbell said that if I 
accepted the car company proposition 
I would probably want to resign from 
the North American Co. Whether I 
shall want to do so or not is another 
question.’’ 

The business relations between Camp- 
bell and Beggs have been strained for 
some time. Beggs is credited with be- 
ing the largest individual owner of 
North American stock. 

He owns also 28,000 shares of the 
common stock of the United Railways 
Co., a North American property. The 
value of these holdings runs into the 
millions.

The number 
of delegates necessary to pass the bill, 
ls, was mustered only after two hours 
of telephoning by friends of the ordi- 
nance in the House, assisted by Coun- 
cilman Schutz. 

The Council, which previously had 
passed the bill, remained in session ‘un- 
til the delegates had voted, and Presi- 
cent Gundlach signed the measure, as 
did Speaker Rombauer. Mayor Krels- 
mann, who favors the ordirance, was 
expected to sign it Thursday. 

Extended Litigation Predicted. 

Members of the Real Estate Exchange 
opposed the route adopted, on the 
ground that land owned by the South- 
ern Railroad lies across it. The South- 
ern, according to reports which have 
reached the Law Department, may in- 
stitute injunction proceedings to pre 
vent the condemnation of its property, 
possibly entailing years of litigation. A 
high price has been set upon its land 
by the Southern. 

On the other hand, the Board of Im- 
provements held that the route favored 
by the Real Estate Exchange wouid 
prove of a prohibitive expense. An in- 
vitation from the exchange to the dele: 
gates, asking them to be its guests on 
an automobile trip to inspect the sub- 
stitute route, was declined, Delegate 
Mischel, in a heated speech, declaring 
that the House could solve its prob- 
Icms without the assistance of the ex- 
change. ; 

Mayor Kreismann will sign the bill 
Thursday or Friday and the condemna- 
tion authorized will be instituted in 
the Federal Court next month. 
Gerhart Criticizes Choice. 
Frank H. Gerhart, chairman of the 
Bridge Committee of the Real Estate 
Exchange, said Thursday 
“T think a grave error has been com- 
mitted by the hasty passage of this 
importaint bill, without a public hear- 
ing or a chance to visit the two sites. 
‘In my belief the only thing we can 
do now is to prosecute the suit against 
the Terminal. Associaton. So far as 
the railroad approach of the bridge is 
concerned it could not have been select- 
ed with more regard for the purposes of 
the Terminal] if the monopoly had dic- 
tated its location.”’

MORANE WILL TRY 
TO RISE TWO MILES 
FOR SoU00 PRIZE

NEW YORK, Sent. 22.—The offer of a 
special $5000 prize to the aviator who will 
rise 10,000 feet at the international meet 
to-be held here the closing fortnight of 
October is being considered hy 6onti- 
nental air men and army officers with 
the closest attention. 

In Paris it is predicted that either 
Leon Morane or George Chavez will. win 
the prize in a high-powered Bleriot ma- 
chine. Chavez already holds a record 
of 8405 feet, 1595 feet short of the alti- 
tude asked. , 

Soundings of the upper air have shown 
that at two miles’ height the air cur- 
rents have an average speed of 64 miles 
an hour. Flying with the wind, an 
aeroplane with a speed of 60 miles an 
hour would then be capable of travel- 
ing approximately 125 miles with fuel 
for only 60 miles, 

The aviators will fly dressed for Arctic 
cold. They will wear suits of leather 
lined with fur and a helmet like that 
of a diver with small breaching holes 
over the forehead and around the face. 
The front will be closed by a concave 
glass which will admit of free obser- 
vation.

“T have persistently refrained from 
talking about my brother's affairs, be- 
cause they concern him alone and not 
the public in any way. But newspapers 
which have been sent to me from New 
York in the last few days show that 
there {s a general misconception re- 
garding the attitude of my brother, 
which I believe should be rectified. 

“Knowing his character so well, I am 
sure he will never talk for publication 
about his marriage, or seek in any Away 
tea justify himself. Anyone who Knows 
Robert at all well knows he possesses 
a heart so big it would do harm to no 
one. He would sacrifice himself a thou- 
sand times rather than cause injury to 
anyone, particularly a woman he has 
so loved as to make his wife. 


Brother Idealizes Artist. 
“Robert is a pginter, an artist, a 


dreamer, who has seen. little of the 
world, who has never had to bear its 
hard knocks in his youth, who has 
grown to be a man who helieves every 
other man is his friend. He trusts 
every one; he is the last person in the 
‘world to suspect the motive of anyone 
who professes friendship for him. All 
the difficulties he has been in have 
come from this spirit, which is beau- 
tiful when looked at from the poet’s 
viewpoint, but which, unfortunately, 
has little place in this practical! world. 

“When he met Mme. Cavalieri I am 
gure he believed the great dream of his 
life was about to be realized. He ideal- 
ized her beauty; he saw in her his per- 
fect happiness. So believing, he acted 
on impulse; he placed himself before 
her as an honorable suitor; he offered 
her his name, his fortune, al] that he 
could give to her. 

‘He never stopped to consider that 
she was essentially a woman of the 
world, whose life had been totally dif- 
f ‘nt from his, whose aims and am- 
‘bitions were far from his own. When 
he thought of her early life, of the 
pathetic struggles of her youth, of the 
temptations to which she was subject- 
ed because unprotected, he blinded him- 
self to the differences between them 
and truly worshipped her. 


Mistake Is Admitted. 
. “presently I saw that he was trou- 


bled, but he did not confide in me. His 
manner betame more and more trou- 
bled, and finally I asked him what the 
matter was. : 

“ ‘Willie,’ he said, ‘I may have made 
a mistake. I don’t know, but I may 
have made a fool of myself.’ 

“J tried to give him what comfort I 
could. 

“Js there any way I can help you?’ 
I asked, but he answered ‘No,’ and said 
no more about it until one day he told 
me he must go back to America and go 
to work. 

“T told him.1 thought it would be a 
good thing, and he sailed. 

“That is really all I know of the af- 
fair from my brother, and I think that 
In view of what has happened, and 
what has become public property, it 
will show that my brother was suffer- 
ing deeply and that he is no suffering 
in a way that those who read sensa- 
tional accounts: in newspapers cannot 
realize. 

“To my way of thinking it is the nat- 
ural reaction, following. an impetuous 
act. The wide difference between my 
_ brother and Mme. Cavalieri, difference 

‘In character, training and ambitions, 
had to result in such a reaction. It 
was impossible that after the first few 
days of exaltation there should not suc- 
ceed a period of adjustment, when it 
séemed impossible to agree. This may 
be temporary or it may be permanent. 
{ cannot say, nor can anyone else. 

“Friends here have told me that Rob- 
ert expressed, time and again, lis de- 
sire to give everything he had in the 
world to Mme. Cavalieri. That he was 
madly infatuated, there is no doubt. I 
am told he would not even $llow his 
own lawyer to draw up this agreement, 
preferring that Mme. Cavalieri’s law- 
yer should have sole charge of the ar- 
rangements, putting in the agreement 
whatever clauses she wished. T know 
him well enough to know that had she 
demanded my brother's life he would 
have offered it to her. 


Wants Brother Understood. 


“But this is said merely on general 
lines, and not because any suit is 
threatened. More important in my opin- 
ion than such problematical suits Is 
that my brother’s conduct in this affair 
‘should be thoroughly understood and 
that the public should know he has be- 
haved in every way as an honorable 
man with the heart and soul of a boy. 
who with an artist's impractical vision, 
@eaw an ideal and tried to sacrifice 
everything for it.”

Books Submitted Show 
Theater Made $32,000 in Year 
in Spite of Shortage. 





‘When William Garen, manager of 
Havlin’s Theater, goes into Judge 
Klene’s court Friday to report under the 
$5000 bond on which he was held for the 
grand jury, attorneys for the State will 
ask that the bond be increased to the 


amount which he is accused of embez- 
zling in the last three years. At the 
Four Courts Thursday it was intimated 
that the sum named may be more than 
$20,000. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Newton has 
obtained for evidence Garen’s account 
book with the National Bank*of Com- 
merce. This shows that between Sep- 
tember, 1908, and February, 1908, Garen 
deposited $8960 more than his salary for 
the period. 

In one week he deposited $1000. The 
account was stable in the winter 
months, but fluctuated in the racing 
season. From February to November, 
1909, he deposited $5000, and since Aug. 
15 of this year, in a period when his 
salary was $160, he deposited $4000. 

What Bank Books Show. 

In the last three years, the bank book 
shows, he deposited $24,000, his salary in 
that time being $4800. 

That $2500 was stolen from Havlin’s 
Theater in the last six weeks imme- 
diately preceding the “arrest of Garen 
has been shown by reports made to 
John H. Havlin since his arrival in St. 
Louis Wednesday. 

The greater part of this money is 
said to have been abstracted through 
the reselling of gallery tickets, .the 
fraudulent traffic in which is said at 
times to have yielded $300 in a single 
week. 

The Grand Jury again was in special 
session Thursday in an effort to deter- 
mine the exact amount of the embezzle- 
ment with which Garen is charged in 
an indictment voted Wednesday aft- 
ernoon. 

As the statute of limitations will bar 
ali shortages created more than three 
years ago, the indictment, according to 
statements ‘given out at the Four 
Courts, will name a sum much smaller 
than the actual amount of the pecula- 
tions, which, it is believed, have extend- 
ed over more than 10 years. Garen had 
a long.conference with his chief .coun- 
sel, Charles P. Johnson, Thursday. 

For at least 10 years, according to 
developments which led to the grand 
jury investigation, watchful eyes were 
upon every move made in the little 8 by 
10 office where Garen had his desk at 
Havlin’s Theater. 

Some of the witnesses kept books 
siuowing the amount of the peculations., 
Employes all over the house, from 
ticket-sellers to the negro janitors were 
spying on the manager. . 

It is known that among the evidence 
prepared for submission to the grand 
jury was a set of books kept by a for- 
mer gallery ticket taker whose name 
has not been divulged by the Circuit 
Attorney. 

These books are intended to show 
that in the season of 1907-8 the thefts 
from reselling gallery tickets alone 
amounted to $10,000 in 40 weeks. This 
was at the rate of $250 a week and 
$25 at each performance, there being 
seven night shows and three matinees 
a week. 

Profits $32,000 a Year. 

John Havlin, principal owner of the 
theater, brought to St. Louis . several 
eccount books to be placed before the 
Grand Jury. These show that the net 
profits of Havlin’s theater in the sea- 
son of 1903-4 despite the thefts, amount- 
ed to $32,000. 

In the period of the house’s greatest 
rrosperity the gross receipts, according 
to these accounts, have been as high as 
$20,000 a year. 

The net profits of the theater last 
year were $12,000 above all expenses and 
embezziements.

HE FIRST URGED 
WEDDING BANNS 


St. Louis Judge Has Long 
Advocated Abolishing 
Secret Marriages. 


OTHERS DISAPPROVE 


Marrying Justices Contend 
Its Adoption Would Drive 
Trade to Illinois. 


Now comes Circuit Judge Moses N. 
Sale, and, by leave of the public, for 
his cause of action states: That for eight 
years he has been a Judge of the Cir- 
cuit Court in St. Louis, in the State of 


Missouri, and that he has presided dur- 
ing that period in the trial of numerous 
and divers suits for divorce; that dur- 
ing that time and for a long time prior 
thereto he made special study of the 
causes of divorce, and that fully three 
years ago he suggested as one remedy 
that all couples intending to wed should 
be required to announce their intention 
and desire to do so in the public prints; 
Asks 30 Cents Damages. 

And the plaintiff further states that 
one William O, Thomas of Kansas City, 
in the State of Missouri, said Thomas 
being Assignment Judge for the October 
term of court in said City of Kansas 
City, on the twentieth day of Sept., 1910, 
did avow and aver and was so quoted 
in the public prints, that he favored an 
enactment by the Legislature of the 
State of Missouri ‘‘to require periodical 
announcements in newspapers of each 
engagement to wed for a period of sixty 
days preceding and prior thereto.” 

By reason and because of which afore- 
said act, said plaintiff, Judge Sale, states 
that he is wrongfully deprived of the 
credit for said idea; and said plaintiff 
has been damaged in the sum of 30 
cents, for which damages plaintiff re- 
spectfully prays judgment with interest 
and costs. 

In brief, In the language of Alex 
Lewis, chief clerk in the Circuit Clerk’s 
office, “Judge Sale beat Judge Thomas 
to it.”’ 

Should Be Made Difficult. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter who re- 
membered an interview Judge Sale 
had given him regarding the causes 
for divorce, in which he (Judge Sale) 
had sugested publication of engage- 
ments before marriages, called on 
him to ask him about Judge Thomas’ 
suggestion, as reported in press dis- 
patches, and Judge Sale said that he 
was of the same opinion still, that 
marriage and exit from it should be 
made more difficult, 

“Judge Thomas’ suggestion is ex- 
cellent,” he said. “I thought so years 
ago, or I wouldn’t have said so then. 
I have repeatedly said that the Cath- 
Olic procedure in announcing the 
bans ought to be made compulsory 
for all persons intending marriage, 
and that the announcements should 
be made through newspapers. 

“This would prevent secret mar- 
riages, which in 99 cases out of 100, 
my observation has shown, results in 
divorce. It would prevent elopements, 
which have a record almost as bad. 

“A man rides downtown in a street 
car with a good-looging girl, smiles 
at her and concludes that they are 
soul mates. A hasty trip to Clayton 
follows, and the divorce court follows 
that like a Q. E. D.’’ 

Two marrying justices hereabouts 
take opposing views of the sugges- 
tion, one holding that it is good, and 


the other viewing it with apprehen-| 


sion, as likely to drive the wedding 
fees to the other side of the Missis- 


sippi River. 
Campbell Opposes It. 


Justice Campbell of Clayton, who 
is waging hot war with Poetic Justice 
Werremeyer for the wedding fees 
there, disapproves the plan. 

“This is an attempted intrusion by 
the law,” said he, “on a domain to 
which Cupid is exclusively entitled. 

“Couples about to wed are bashful, 
That’s why they come to Clayton, in 
most cases. They want to evade pub- 
licity and the unwelcome congratu- 
lations of friends. . 

“For the law to say that they shall 
make public announcements during a 


icertain period is an unwarranted im- 


position on those who wish to wed 
end an infringement on their rights. 
The marriage license is a public rec- 
ord of their intention, and it is the 
only record the public is entitled to. 

“What would be the result of such 
a law in Missouri? dt would drive 
all the business to tHe East Side. Those 
couples wishing to avoid publicity woul 
marry in East St. Louis. A fine state 
of affairs! 

“Let Cupid Do It.” 

‘‘Let Cupid regulate these things.’’ 

Justice Werremeyer is in New York, 
taking lessons on how to intone the 
Homeric pentameter, which he intends 
to use exclusively hemeafter in wedding 
ceremonies, 

Justice Bruns of St. Charles, wh»> 
had officiated at about 1200 marriages, 
approves Judge Thomas’ suggestion. 

“Such a law would put a stop to 
elopements, which seldom result in hap- 
py marriages,’’ he said. “It would cer- 
tainly prevent girls under 18 from mar- 
rying without their parents’ consent. 

“It unquestionably is true that many 
couples marry (especially among those 
who elope) without really being ac- 
quainted with one another. Such wed- 
dings are fruitful of misery. On its 
face, without knowing further details, 
i am inclined to believe Judge Thomas 
had an idea which, if carried into effect, 
would tend.to eliminate’a lot of the re- 
penting at leisure after hasty mar- 
riages."’

Mrs. Storer’s letter also seeks to prove 
on the testimony of Archbishop Ireland 
that President Roosevelt promised to 
make Storer United States ambassador, 
either at Paris or at London; and there 
is included still another letter alleged 
to have been written by Roosevelt to 
Storer, just after the prestaential elec- 
tion in 1896, in which Roosevelt asked 
Storer to see President-elect McKin:ecy 
and urge him to appoint Roosevelt as- 
sistant athe. anger the navy. This last 
tion that Roosevelt never sought a pub- 
lic office, except when he sought a 
presidential nomination in 1904. 

The first letter by Archbishop Ire- 
land, quoted by Mrs. Storer, written 
to Storer, Nov. 3, 1901, is in part as 
follows: 

[I have had two mos‘ pleasant 
meetings with the President at the 
White House. He is decidedly your 
friend and resolved to give you the 
best there *“‘even,’’ said he, “‘if 
Berlin comes first and Bellamy 
wished it for a little while, pending 
Choate’s retention of London, I 
would give it to him and change 
him shortly afterwards to London 
Let him trust me.” 

The next Ireland letter, dated Oct. 23, 
1903, was written fo Mrs. Storer, ix 
part as follows: 

I was in, Washington last week, 
and, of course, saw the President. 
I spoke to him of Paris and re- 
moved from his mind all suspicion 
that a Catholic would be persona 
non grata there as ambassador. He 
promised me that the next Ambas- 
sador to Paris would be Mr. Storer, 
.and furthermore expressed the belief 
that Gen. Porter would soon retire. 

The President also told me that 
fe had commissioned Mr. Storer to 
speak for him viva voce at the Vat- 
ican. He seemed rather proud of 
having done so. 


Letter Details President's Words. 
A month later Archbishop Ireland 
wrote another letter in which he quoted 
the exact words of the President as to 
Storer’s going to Rome, as follows: 
The President said to me, ‘Mr. 
Storer has told me what I said to 
him about you, Archbishop.” ‘‘Well,”’ 
I replied, “I do not remember.” 
“About his going to Rome?’ the 
President then asked. I said. ‘‘No.” 
““Well,”’ he said, “‘I told him I would 
not write a letter to the Pope asking 
for honors for you; but I said he 
could go to Rome and say—viva voce 
—to the Pope, how much I wished 
you to be Cardinal and how grateful 
I personally would be to him for 
giving you that honor.”

life. was published, the New York 
World sent a cablegram to Mr. Hearst 
Stating that the columns of the Worl: 
were open i9 n°'m in case he desired to 
make a reply. 

In response to this the following was 
received from Mr. Hearst yesterday: 
“Enghien-les-Bains, France, Sept. 21. 

“To the Editor of the World: 

“I am exceedingly sorry that Mayor 
Gaynor was shot, and if Mayor Gaynor 
has said what you tell me, I can only 
add that I am exceedingly sorry that 
his injuries have affected his mind 
after his apparent recovery. 

“Mayor Gaynor expressed the hope 
that his illness would make a better 
man of him. Many others entertained 
the same hope. But unfortunately hi3z 
experience did not abate his evil tem- 
per or his lying tongue. The criticism 
of some of Mayor Gaynor's public acts 
by the Hearst papers has been tem- 
perate and truthful, dignified and de- 
served, unprejudiced and in the public 
interest. 

“Ashamed of His Part.” 

“A public man who would 
make aéiée$ false accusation in the 
attempt to suppress all public criticism 
of his acts is a man who is afraid ox 
ashamed to have attention called to the 
part he is performinz. 

“The World nas persistently and per- 
tinently asked, ‘Who is the masked maa 
who is employing Maurice Minton to 
calivass for Gaynor for governor” “Who 
is the masked man who is supplying 
the cash in the attempt to nominate 
Mayor Gaynor for governor?’ 

“The World might further ask with 
perfect propriety: 

“*Who usually employs Maurice Min- 
ton in politics??’ ‘Who owns a large 
green automobile and sometimes lends 
it to his judicial friends?’ ‘Who would 
particularly like to control the Public 
Service Commission in the matter of 
the new subway?’
